TROOPS TO COME HOME. 


Plan to Reduce Military Establish- 


ment In Philippines. 


Washington, Sept. 19.—With a view 


to a reduction In the expense of main- 
taining a large military establishment 
In tho Philippines, I.lout.-Ocir. Chaffee, 
cljlef of staff, recently cabled to .Major 
General Wado, commanding the Phil- 
Ipplno dlylsldii. asking If conditions 
In -the archipelago would not justify 
tho reduction of the present 
force 


from four regiments of cavalry and 
nine of Infantry to threo regiments of 
cavalry and seven of Infantry.! Gen. 
Chaffeo has received n reply from 
,Gon. Wado expressing 
tho 
opinion 


that the-proposed reduction of mili- 
tary strength was not only practicable, 
but advisable. It Is probable arrange- 
ments will noon be made for bringing 
homo tho troops in excess of the num- 
ber-regarded ns essential to tho situa- 
tion. Ono of the objects of Gen. Chat- 
fee's Inquiry was to make prompt pro- 
vision for tho necessary quarters In 
this country for Ironps not needed in 
tho Insular possessions. 


The regiments destined for duty in 


tho Philippines In 1905, Including tho 
Twenty-first infantry, are the Sixth, 
Nineteenth. Ninth and Sixteenth regi- 
ments of Infantry. These regiments 
will sail, respectively, • for 
Manila 


about January 1, March 1. April .1, 
May 1 and June 1, relieving from duty 
In the Philippines, In Hie order named, 
tho Eighteenth, Fourteenth. Twenty- 
third, Fourth and Seventeenth regi- 
ments of infantry. 
On their return 


the Eighteenth infantry will probably 
bo stationed at Fort Lcavonworth, the 
Fourteenth ct Vancouver 
Barracks, 


the Twenty-third at Madison Barracks 
and Fort Ontario, tho Fourth at Fort 
Thomas and tho Seventeenth at Fort 
McPhcrson.

Those whom I shall keep especially In 


vlow while preparing the papers on 
the Intelligent use of water In the treat- 
men of disease, will .be, first: 
'Such 


noblo class of parents as are deeply ln- 
teresten In not only restoring to health 
tho loved ones of their own family, but 
keeping them In n condition to ward 
off any .attack or danger of contagion. 
Second: Those who would caro for their 
own ewes of emergency. Third: Tho 
generous-hearted, willing ones who are 
always seeking to allovlato tho Buffer- 
lags of the afflicted; those whoso chief 
delight is to restore to health and use- 
fulness, tho suffering ones of the com- 
munities. 
• 


In this paper I wllPnot attempt to 


give specific Instructions for the cure 
of any particular form, but will glvo 
elm ply tho preliminary steps which may 
with safety bo, applied In almost all 
cafes of fover. 
~ 


Wo will say that a young man or 


woman has been taken -with Bomo sort 
of fever, and Is lying moaning upon 
tlio bed, rolling tho he ml restlessly from 
sldo to side, whllo tho eyes have an ex- 
cited and troubled look; or perhaps the 
patient lies quite still with tho eyes 
closed . -Of course yon call the family 
physician, and ho looks at tho coated 
tongue, notes tho temperature of tho 
body, counts tho puisi beats, names 
correctly tho kind of fover with which 
the poor sufferer Is afflicted-, leaves some 
medicine, and starts to take his depart- 
ure. 
With anxious aspect you follow 


him to tho door, and are told that It Is 
a serious case. It may bo possible that 
tho remedies left will work ofT a pro- 
longed attacks, hut at tlio best. It will bo 
several days before relief comos, and 
It may be 0, 14 or 21 days, according 'to 
what may develop during the next 24 
hours. 


It Is cartalniy very discouraging. 


Times are hard. 
Perhaps It Is an

the means •wherewith to pay a doc- 
tor's bill are very scant.. What Is to ho 
done? Much, aye, very much. Let us 
surprise the good doctor when he conies 
to-morrow, or note how his kindly face 
•will glow with happiness when ho sees 
his patient, for I tell you, as a matter of 
fact, thcro Is not one physician in ten 
who docs not receive a call with more 
or less dread, and to whom signs of 
Improvement and recovery are as wel- 
come ae to any member of the family. 
Physicians are the butt of many a 
coarse f Joke, hut many Not them work 
for hours after they should liavo been 
taking much-needed rest, and that, too, 
In cases where they can never hope for 
financial reward. 


Now* for the patient. You return and 


lay your hand upon his brow. It Is 
dry and hot. Ho says your coo! hand 
feels good, and this gives us a hint You 
also examine his feet, and they feet 
like Ice to your hand. 
He says your 


warm hand feels good to his fcol. This 
gives another hint. 


A hot fomentation applied to tho 


feet and a cold compress to the head— 
xurcly this Is the- demand of nature. 
How can It best be accomplished? 


Po not rush for the hot-water bag and 


|ilaco It at his foot, while you wring a 
handkerchief out of cold water and place 
It upon the burning brow. 
Either of 


these IB good as far as they go, but they 
will not mi dice In this case, as.well try tt. 
put out tho flro of a burning barn" w^lth 
a dipper of water. 


A.hot fomentation means In this case 


an old'woolen'blanket saturated with 
boiling hot water, and then wrung un- 
til the water docs not drip from It. 
Place an old quilt .or oilcloth upon tho 
bed under the patient's feet and legs, 
nnd upon this spread the blanket, lay- 
Ing tho feet thereon; fold tho blanket 
up over them, being carr^il not to scald 
or burn tho skin; wrap them up nicely 
In this steamlng-hot blanket, well up 
to-tho.knees, If tho cold reaches that 
far up, and as soon as they .are com- 
fortable,'turn your attention to the 
process of lowering tho flame that. Is 
consuming tho vitality and Is manifest- 
ly doing Its worst-work In or near 
tho. danger point—the brain. t Secure a 
bowl of Ice-water, If It Is convenient; 
If not, get the coldest water that Is to 
be had; have ready two towels of tho 
usual.width and about.one-half to two- 
thlnls of a yard In length. -Fold these 
lengthwise to about four ply, thus mak- 
ing a long, narrow bandage. - Place 
both of .them In tho cold water, wring 
onn of them out, rather tightly, tn that; 
It will feel.comfortable; place tho tnld- 
dlo of this al tliu back of the patient's 
head, down near tho^baso of the brain, 
and bring the two'.cnds together over 
Uio forehead. 
Press It gently to tho 


head all around, and contlnnc chatfgln'R 
tho position of your Tiands In pressing, 
BO that iho cool cloth may come In 
closo contact with every portion of tho 
head which It covers. 


This 'may at first glvo only a slight 


feeling of relief, hut that It Is a relict 
Is distinctly certain. 
As 'Eaon:as .the 


first towel .has lost tho feeling of cold- 
ness, change It for the ono remaining 
In the water, and again repeat the 
process! 
Tho changing of towels will 


probably .be required as often as nncA 
every minute for 10 or 15 minutes, 
when there will bo a very sensible de- 
crease In the'temperature of the head. 
AfterthlsthcprOcessBhouldbecontlnued 
at Intervalsof two to three minutes for at 
least half an hour, when your patient 
will begin to feel as U ho would prefer 
to Ho still, and will T)o disposed to po to 
sleep. 
A 'good beginning bas been 


made, but you are not yet to cease In 
your efforts to combat the flro. Secure 
twq Jargo towels,' or at least one, keep- 
Ing It dry; fold it together to about twlcs 
tho width of those first used, one of 


which should remain around the head, 
ivlillc the other Is wrung out of the cold 
water and laid lengthwise along the full 
ength of tho spine, reaching from' the 
other towel at the base of tho brain 


The.cold 


ikln. and the dry one under It will Keep 
tho be'OdjnR and clothing dry. Now let 
the patient Ho upon this and rest ilell- 
clously comfortable. 
If he^ desires to 


have this changed after it becomes 
heated for tho other cold cloths, do not 
hesitate, but keep on with tho cooling 
process, and your perseverance will 
be rewarded by seeing the changed look 
In the eye, and hearing the words of 
gratitude from the lips. You may have 
turned the tide of tho fever, even though 
the orthodox time for It to run has not 
passed,'and you have certainly given tho 
sufferer a great lift on the road to re- 
covery. 


It Is well at this time to look after 


the coridlUon of the feet They will 
probably bo found quite warm and 
comfortable, but the blanket Is grow- 
ing cool, and nothing Is more'uncom- 
fortable than a cold wet blanket when 
the thing desired 'Is 
warmth. 
If, 


therefore. It Is beginning to grow cool, 
and the feet are comfortable. It has 
accomplished Its purpose nnd should 
be removed. 
The feet should then 


bo wiapped snugly In ji warm, dry 
blanket, and they will probably retain 
the present temperature, for during 
this heating and cooling process you 
have established an equilibrium nf tho 
circulation and the blood In passing 
in a natural manner throughout all 
portions of tho body. The congestion 
at the principal, point of danger, tho 
head, has been relieved. . ". 


A complete cure has not, however, 


been effected -In this .short 
hour's 


work, and there must bo no relaxation 
of your efforts If you'wish, to be suc- 
cessful. -The ,tlmc of your work in 
scoring the first point must depend 
upon two things: First,, the. feelings 
of the patient, and second, upon your 
'own judgment 
The entire time re- 


quired may not bo over half an hour, 
or it may take an hour and a half. 
Using all of the gentleness possible, 
not allowing the patient to lift a hand 
or foot to help himself, or to raise hid 
bead when changing the towels, with 
ono, hand gently, tenderly, 
lift tho 


hot feverish head, and with tho other 
remove one bandage and replace 
It 


with the other. You'can do this very 
skillfully after a few trials/ 


When yon cease from the 
first 


period, Icti the patient rest If «o dis- 
posed, for an hour or perhaps longer; 
then carefully note his condition. The 
fever is probabJy still there, but he 
feels more comfortable. .The feet are 
still warm, and, If tho body Is hot and 
dry, again start the; cooling process. 
This time It may not. bo necessary to 
use the hot fomentation at tho feet 
but the cooling process would better 
be directed almost wholly to the spinal 
column.

It Is well to have, in this case, an 


old night-robe, that, may he cut open 
the, full length : of the back, and, of 
course, there should be no 
under- 


clothing on the body. ' Some people 
are In the habit of wearing an un'der- 
shlrt at night; some even of wearing 
the same one that they have worn 
during the day. . Thjs should never 
be perraltttcd under any circumstances 
.while living In a civilized country, arid 
especially must {his not bo allowed In 
a case of sickness.. So, now, that you 
have everything convenient, gentlr 
roll the, patient partially onto his sldo, 
remove the now'hot. and dry towel 
previously placed thcro, and put In its 
stead another cool, one and allow, tho 
body to resume Its former position. 
If laying on.the side Is preferred, you 
can easily press tho cold compress 
along the spinal aolumn by the use of 
pillows and other bedding. 
Repeat, 


the changing of the'se towejn on tho 
spine as rapidly as they'seem to grow 
warm. The.patient's own feelings will 
bo your best guide.., As long as he 
feels that tho right thing1 Is being 
done, and llkee the process, by 
all 


means .proceed. 
When he fcela that 


he would rather rest, let him rest 
although there are some people who 
are always fearful of troubling people 
when effort Is. being made In their 
behalf. 


If your patient Is of this kind, 'then 


you should use yokr own judgment 
and cease only when'you see that tho 
patient Is really weary and would bo 
better off resting. 
If he la delirious, 


this.treatment will restore the mental 
balance, and ho will soon bo able to 
direct as to his feelings. • " 
• 


By far the greatest-number of fail- 


ures occur in such cases from giving, 
less of, that, which, cools,; than enough, 
rather than'from oferilotng It; 


There..Is often.' great fear of con- 


tagion from fever .cases, and this fear 
is -sometimes sufficient to deter from" 
giving the1 treatment.required; '-but 'It 
is usually greater than the'actual dan- 
ger. In tho future papers I shall give 
tho method to bo pursued in order to 
reduce the chances of Infection to the 
lowest possible point, » In the mean- 
time use plenty-(if ' fresh, air, get all 
thi! sunshine Into .the room that Is 
possible, to let In, and. remember the 
disinfecting, agents spoken of In previ- 
ous lessons. By'doing so,, the danger, 
will not bo much, If'any, more than it 
la whllo walking .a crowded street
